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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
L Claims 3-6, 9-12, 14-16, 18-19, 21-22, 24-46 are allowed. 

Independent claims 6, 12, 16, and 19 towards an apparatus (claim 19) and a method 
(claims 6, 12, and 16) for dynamic sensor placement, . .wherein, when one of the surfaces or 
objects of the 3D site model is positioned so as to be an occlusion between an occluded area that 
absent the occlusion is in the coverage covered by said at least one sensory device, said image is 
rendered so that the occluded area has a texture that differentiates from surfaces in the coverage 
of the sensory device. . which is a feature that is not anticipated nor obvious over the art of 
record. Independent claims 24 recites a method for placing a plurality of surveillance cameras in 
a site . .wherein the texture of the coverage is a pattem indicative of resolution of the coverage 
of the sensory device of the surfaces. . which is a feature that is not anticipated nor obvious 
over the art of record. Independent claims 26 recites a method for placing a plurality of 
surveillance cameras in a site . .wherein the rendering of said image includes ray tracing 
between the viewpoint and point on a surface in the 3D model and ray tracing between the point 
on the surface in the 3D model and each of the cameras, said point being displayed as in the 
coverage area when said ray tracings do not encounter any occlusion in the 3D model between 
said point on said surface and at least one of the cameras, and being displayed as outside the 
coverage area when there is an occlusion between the point and all of said cameras. . ." which is a 
feature that is not anticipated nor obvious over the art of record. Independent claims 28-31 
recites and apparatus (claim 31) and a method (claims 28-30) for dynamic sensor placement 
recites . .wherein the texture of the coverage is a pattem indicative of resolution of the 
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coverage of the sensory device of the surfaces. . which is a feature that is not anticipated nor 
obvious over the art of record. Dependent claims 3-5, 9-11, 14-15, 18, 21-22, 25, 27, 32-46 are 
allowed for the reasons concerning the independent claims.
